•re doing their utmost to prevent 
them from taking the war path. 
There are at present from 250 to 300 
Indians drawing rations at Pyramid. 
Tbe number varies a great deal, de- 
pending upon the nnmber who are 
off banting, etc. 
Mr. A. says he 


feel* as safe at Pyramid as he would 
in Reno; that the red men seem to 
be very well pleased with the treat- 
ment they receive at the hands of the 
Government agents.
